Lbe great steamers' docks in Xow York 
like first and second cabin white folk, 
but they must bo shipped first to Ellis 
island, in the bay, where after iuspcc 
tion they are loaded upon tbe big old 
ferryboat Carlisle and brought to the 
Battery- What then? Well, there thej 
are met by hawk faced boarding house 
and railway agents and hustled into 
wagons— people, box anfl bedding— and 
rattled over the not tender bow Iders ot 
lower New York either to a railwaj 
station or to one of the cheap and j et 
dingier than- cheap houses wheie the 
new arrivals' are tempoianlj* put up 
Sometimes as many as 0,000 a day land 
at Ellis island and are disposed of bj 
the officials there. 


The new immigration building on the 


island is the most perfectly appointed 
of its kind anywhere. It has iion 
shower baths, so that every individual 
who comes to Xew Yotl. by way of the 
steerage must cleanse himself from the 
microbes of the rotten old world and 
have a wash all over at least once iu 
bis life.

pies uf Ruskin In this country. The col- 
lege has conducted its appointed work 
to the satisfaction of all concerned, at- 
tracting a goodly number of students 
without any great flourish of trumpets. 


As an outgrowth of the college or at 


least a development of the Ruskin idea 
which filled the minds of its founders 
there now appears a movement which 
promises to revolutionize the entire 
business* and industries of the city. 
Tbe plin is to establish here a co-oper- 
ative colony or system on a larger scale 
than has ever before been attempted 
and with a better financial backing 
than any similar scheme has ever en- 
joyed. 


The head of this new co-operative en 


terprise is Walter Vroomau, an enthu- 
siastic disciple of Raskin, who has as- 
sociated with him others of kindred 
aims and ambitions and formed t he- 
Western Co - operative association, 
whose purpose is to bring the whole 
city under the scope of its operations. 


A fair start in this direction has al- 


ready been made. The association has 
already acquired and has in operation 
three grocery stores, a drugstore and- 
a big department store, besides an a.\ 
Kindle and a canning factory- The as- 
sociation paid cash for all these and in- 
cidentally deposited .$300,000. so it is 
said, in the four banks of the city, with 
the assurance that there was 51.000,000 
more v.-bero that came from to put into 
the scheme when it was required. 


Mr. Vroomau insists that there is 


money enough in sight to successfully 
float this socialistic experiment and 
says that he has received many pledges 
from his wealthy friends who are in- 
eresled iu the movement 
These 


iledgcs have come from different parts 
of the country. 


The head of the movement repudi- 


ates both philanthropy and charity in 
connection with his plan and declares 
thai it is puiely a business proposition. 
rhe purpose of the "co-ops," as he and 
.hose associated with him are called, is 
0 do all the business of the town on 
he co-operative plan for tbe profit of 
he shareholders. Any one can become 
1 shareholder in the association by 
)aying ?10 and is then entitled to a 
certain per cent of tlie profits of the 
jusiness of the stores and other enter- 
>rises conducted by the organization. 
i'he association has a theater, where 
concerts, theatricals and other enter- 
tainments are presented, to which 
shareholders end their families are ad- 
mittr-d free. 


It begins to look as though most of 


the residents of the city would become 
shareholders.
